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WHEREAS, the military authoritics of the Government have notified the country, by General Orders from 
the Head Quarters of the Army of the United States, that all Indians who were not on reservations designated 
by the proper authorities of the Government after a tune specified in said Order, which time has now elapsed, 
and who are committing depicdations on the persons and property of the citizens in the locality of their respec- 
tive supposed Reservations; are declared, by said military authorities, outlaws. 

AND WHLRLAS, The Executive of this Torntoiy, im consequence of having tendered lis 1esignation in the 
month of Maich last, to tale eflect on the appointment and qualification of his successor has felt a delicacy in 
Issuing any proclamation or taking any steps that might appcar unusual, 1n the chastisement of said Indian 
tribes depiedating on the imbabitants of this ‘Tenitory, 

AND WHLRE\»s, The Execuive ot the Tenitory, after having waited tor over four months for the arrival 


of a successor, deems it his mpcative duty to take immediate steps, suv tar as he has the power, to protect the 


citizens of the Luly, of rather toencouage and atichurze said citizeus to protect their lives and property 
against the daily raids wade on the settlements on aud adjacent to the Rio Grande, also including the coun- 
ties of Grant and Lincoln, 


Now, THEREFORE, I, ROBERT B. MITCHELL, Governor of the Territory of New Mexico, do issue this 
my solemn Pioclamation, 


That, in consequence of the constant depredations and the murder of our most esteemed and valuable citi- 
zens——cruelly muideied by the Navajo and Gila Apache Indian tribes—said tribes are hereby declared outlaws, 
and will be punished wherever found outside of the limits of their i1espective reservations (except under the 


immediate escort of the soldicry) as common cuemies of the ccuntry. 


I do further authorize the citizens of the Territory to use sufficient force, in all localities, for the protec- 


tion of its citizens, even should it result in the killing ol every such depredator.
